2nd or 3rd place award. Also writing a published article concerning 
elongated coins, makes you eligible. This is a beautiful award coin 
and a definite rarity. So far only 32 specimens have been rolled and 
issued* It is doubtful that total mintage will exceed 50 pieces. 
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WHY COLLECT ELONGATEDS? by Lee Martin T.E.C. #129 

There are probably as many reasons for collecting elongateds as 
there are elongated collectors, but elongateds have special attributes 
to entice the hobbyist. They are the only genuine United States com¬ 
memorative coins being made today. They represent art work by a wide 
range of individuals. Subject matter may be selective or haphazard. 
Those who specialize in a single subject can find coins with practically 
every image. Among our favorite topicals are: space releases, celebrity 
issue, slogan coins and store cards. 

Certainly one of the reasons many collectors join the ranks is the 
very limited mintages which always allows room for a future profit. Be¬ 
cause the market place is limited, it is unusual to find elongateds with 
a greater mintage than 1,000. In many instances the roller will merely 
make a couple of hundred. Despite the small available number, prices 
for the coins remain extremely reasonable. No one is sure which elong¬ 
ated is considered the most valuable in the field. Reports of payments 
in excess of $100 for a coin are rare and it is doubtful if anyone has 
paid over $500 for an elongated rarity. 

The elongated coin has subject interest and also is attractive 
because the rolling may be on an unusual planchet. The devotee may 
find the Queen Mary on an English penny or Shalom on an Israeli coin. 
Practically every surface has been utilized for elongateds and although 
gold elongateds are not legal, enough plated ones exist to make the 
roller happy. The title of this article is "Why Collect Elongateds?" 

The answer is; for education, profit, self-satisfaction and most of 
all fun! Why collect elongateds? Why Not!

PLEASE DO NOT SEND COINS, as it would run into, to 
much red tape of insuring and registering them. His first list will be 
published in the January 1st issue and will be upgraded in each succeed¬ 
ing issue. Co-operation of all will make this a very interesting project 
for all of us.

Since a few of the Elongated Collectors have asked me how I make my 
elongated coins. I will write a few words on the subject. I have seen 
manufacturing elongated coins since 1964. Some of my first elongate! 
coins were very crude. I first tried to make a die bv photo etching it. 
I had no trouble with photo etching, but I had all kinds of trouble get¬ 
ting the right kind of metal for the die. I just could'nt make it work. 
After making dies for my Nos. 1,2,3, and 4 elongated coins, I started to 
hand engrave the dies. This did’nt work any better but somehow I got up 
to #93. Then I went back to photo etching and with a new system that I 
devised, I came up with a better elongated coin. After that I automated 
the rolling machine. All I do now is put in 70 pennies and turn on the 
switch and the machine does the rest. 

Now I'm divideing my time between manufacturing elongated coins and 
the manufacturing of "Gandy Dancer" T.T. Railroad Models.
